great program of development in 
its 
educational 
institutions 
the 
state expects in time to retire its 
indebtedness, largely because of 
the severance tax. If such a tax 
will produce benefits so rem ark­ 
able in Louisiana, which is a statp 
not blessed proportionately with 
Alabama in variety of quantity of 
natural resources, it should ap 
pear that 
a similar 
tax in this 
state not only would relieve the 
em barrassment caused by inability 
to provide funds for many neC 
essary purposes but would place 
Alabama in a position to make th, 
progressive strides which its citi­ 
zenship should demand of the ad­ 
ministration. The successful ap­ 
plication of principles of taxation 
by sister states might be taken 
by the Alabama solons as the basis 
for wise deliberations in planning 
revenue laws to meet the require­ 
ments of the situation with which 
they themselves are faced.—F lor­ 
ence Times-News.
